| Text of the Lesson, | Kings xii, 25, to 
| xiii, 6—Memory Verses, 28-30— 
; Golden Text, Ex, xx, 4—Comment- 
{ ary Prepared by Rev. D. M- 
| Stearns. 
| All the predictions and foreshadow- 
‘ings of Scripture and their fultilimens 
suould be of the g:eatest pussible in- 
terest to every child of God, and be- 
fore we leave the story of Rehoboam 
| we should notice that in the fifth year 
of his reign; or just about thirty-four 
years after the temple was completed, 
it was plundered by Shishak, king of 
| Egypt. Compare I Kings vi, 38, and 
j11 Unron, xii, 2, 9. In John ii, 19-21, 
‘the Lord Jesus spoke of Himself as. 
,the temple and of His death'and re- 
surrection, and He must have been 
about thirty-four years of age when 
‘He was crucified. 7 
;, In the lesson of today we are in- 
; troduced to Jernbgam, son of Nebat, 
\the first king of the ten tribes, and 
_afterward spoken of over twenty times 
as the man who made Israel to sin, 
and this he did deliberately, although 
he had been told that the kingdom 
had been divided and part of it given 
to him because of this very sin of 
idolatry on the part of Solomon 
(chapter xi, 31-38). He had also been 
told that if he would do right in the 
sight of the Lord the Lord would be 
‘with him and build him a sure house. 
He seems, however, to have had no 
confidence in the assurance of the 
Lord, but was afraid that if the peo- 
ple went to Jerusalem to offer sacri- 
fice in the house of the Lord the 
kingdom would return to the house of 
David. So he took counsel and made 
two calves of gold, placing one in 
Bethel and one in Dan, for the 
people to worship and said, ‘Behold 
thy gods, O Israel, which _ brought 
thee up out of the land of Egypt’

The 
great deceiver and enemy of God and 
man sought to have even the Son of 
God worship him and to that end 
offered Him all the kingdoms of the 
world and the glory of them (Matt. 
iv, 8-10). He will ere this age closes,

| It is a marvellous record and # 
j;most solemn warning not to believe 
‘even an angel nor a prophet, however 
venerable, if his testimony is con- 
trary to the word of God. It may be 
|that the Apostle Paul had it in mind 
{when he, by the Spirit, wrote Gal. i, 
|8. in chapter xiii, 2, we have Josiah, 
the k'ng, mentioned by name about 
|300 gears before he was born, and the 
fulfillment of this prediction concern- 
ing him is recorded in IT Kings xxiii, 
15-17, May this prediction and fulfill- 
ment strengthen us to believe firmly 
that every prediction in Scripture 
shall be as literally fulfilled. Read 
carefully this wonderful chapter.

Astonishing statements penvers nt 
the multitude of unqualified medica 
practitioners in Britain and their 
treatment of patients are contained 
in a bluebook issued recently embody- 
ing the result of enquiries made by 
the Local Government Board at the 


réquest of’ the Lord’ President of the |: 


Council. Information has been obtain. 
ed from 1,600 medical officers of 
health in various parts of the United 
Kingdom. 

Of the towns reported on, unquali- 
fied practice is increasing 11 eighty- 
two, in seventy-five it exists to some 
extent, in fifty-seven there. is little, 
while in only thirty towns is it stated 
that unqualified practice does not ex- 
ist. Smallpox treated as a simple skin 
disease by a herbalist, diphtheria 
diagnosed as mumps and patients not 
‘solated, scarlet fever spread through 
being diagnosed as “rose rash,” aud 
measles treated as consumption are 
some of the cases described in the 
report. 

Prescribing by chemists is stated tu 
be so common as to be practically 
universal throughout the country. 
While in the main they confine their 
attention to the so-called minor ail- 
ments, and advise patients to consult 
a doctor in the more difficult cases, 
the evidence shows that a large 
amount of prescribing in what eventu- 
ally proves to be disease of a graver 
character also takes place. The treat- 
ment of infants’ diseases by chem- 
ists is regarded as having some bear- 
ing on infant mortality. bine, 

Herbalists are severely criticized. 
“Herbalists may be concerned in the 
spread of epidemics of infectious dis- 
eases. During a smallpox,epidemic au 
ointment was extensively sold which, 
it was asserted, would cure smallpox. 
The vendor was prosecuted for spread- 
ing the disease by this means. Wrong 
diagnosis and consequent mistaken 
treatment are also responsible for 
spreading infectious dinease. In one 
case smallpox was spread through 
treatment as chickenpox. 

“Cough mixtures are rescribed by 
herbalists indiscriminately for respir- 
atory diseases, which may really be 
tuberculosis, or chronic phthisis, and 
the delay entailed by such treatment 
seriously diminishes the chances of 
cure,” 

Attention’ is called to the ‘‘irretriev- 
able hurm” done by bonesetters. “The 
men who act as bonesetters are drawn 
largely from the working-class popu- 


lation, such as carriers, railway por-, 


ters and the like, and in many cases 
they are illiterate and uneducated. 
Some have learned what knowledge 
they possess from ambulance associa- 
tions. Those bonesetters who undcr- 
take minor surgical cases only do a 
relatively small amount of harm, 
though instances of disastrous results 
are reported. But the greater number 
of bonesetters undertake more comp!i- 
cated cases. Dislocations are treated 
without being reduced, and periiau- 
ent disablement sometimes results.” 

Several instances of actual harm 
caused by taking patent medicines aie 
0, - at FY Jedical officer re 
ports that on th separdie vccasions 
during the last year he has treated 
cases of supposed scarlet fever in 
which the rash and symptoms were 
found to be due to the action of cer- 
tain kidney pills.

BANK OF ENGLAND NOTES. 


Qualities Which Prevent Their Being 
Counterfeited Succesefully. 


About the year 1829 a great outcry 
was raised against the Bank of Eng- 
land for not adopting a style of note 
that could not be imitated and at the 
same time preventing the sacrifice of 
life which at that period was common, 
the punishment for forgery being 
death, The subject at last became so 
pressing that the Goverment appoint- 
ed commissioners to investigate the 
cause of the numerous forgeries and 
whether a mode could be devised 
whereby the forging of bank nutes 
might be prevented. 

Previous to this investigation the 
directors of the bank had been en- 
deavoring to remedy the evil, many 
plans having been submitted to them, 
all of which they were obliged to re- 
je 


ct. 

The bank placed beforo the com- 
missioners 180 different projects that 
had been recommended. for adoption 
and and 70 varieties of paper made by 
way of experiment. The result of all 
this labor was the bank note of to- 
day. 

The color of the paper is peculiar, 
and cannot be imitated exactly by 
counterieiters except at great expense. 
The combined thinness and strength of 
the paper are also unique. It is made 
in sheets large enough for two notes. 
Each note before it is sized weighs 
about 18 grains and then if doubled it 
ig strong enough to suspend a weight 
of 36 pounds. ' 

The texture of the paper is also pe- 
culiar. It has a crisp feel invariably 
the same and such that bank clerks 
of experience can readily detect for- 
geries by this test alone. Then the 
wire mark impressed in the making 
by a frame, costly to make and diffi- 
cult to use, is practically inimitable. 

Each note has thin rough edges 
uncut not to be produced by any note 
of cutting paper that is not devised 
expressly for the purpose. The paper 
for printing is damped with water in 
the exhausted receiver of an air pump. 
Tho ink used in the pia printing is 
made of Frankfort black, which is 
composed of the charcoals of the ten- 
dri!s and husks of the German grape 
ground with linseed oil. This ink has 
a uliar and very deep shade ot 
black, common black inks being tint- 
ed either with blue or brown.

The first discovery of these interest- 
ing relics of past times was made by 
the captain of a merchant vessel 
which had stopped at a port on the 
northeastern coust of Madagascar to 
trade with the natives. During the 
stay at this point the curious vessels 
wood. bythe natives for water vases 
attracted the attention of the Sap.uth, 
Upon investigation it was found that 
these odd utensils were in reality gi- 
gantic egg shells cut in halves. 

Upon questioning the water carriers 
in regard to the bird that laid the 
eggs, and the place where they were 
procured, the captain was given to 
understand that the bird itself was 
unknown, but that the eggs were dis- 
covered in a large sand bank some 
distance away in’ the up-country, and 
could not be found elsewhere, to the 
knowledge of the natives. An offer 
to purchase all that could be procur- 
ed soon resulted in the discovery of 
several fine specimens, all of which 
fell into the hands of Isadore G. St. 
Hilaire, the French naturalist. These 
curiosities were afterward distributed 
among the largest museums.
